Claims 1 - 19 are allowable over the prior art of record with the Examiner Amendment, 



above. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



4. Independent claims 1,10, and 19 are allowable since the claims recite a translation 
process and device whereby is produced a first phonetic writing of the translation of said word or 
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said expression into said destination language, and a second phonetic writing of said translation 
of said word or said expression into said destination language, said second phonetic writing 
being different from said first phonetic writing. The closest art is Wheatly et al. (U.S 5,333,275), 
and Bordeaux (U.S, 852,170). 

Wheatly et al. teach producing two different phonetic models, one is female phonetic 
model and the other is male phonetic model. Wheatly et al. do not teach a first phonetic writing 
and a second phonetic writing of the destination language wherein the second phonetic writing is 
different from the first phonetic writing. 

Bordeaux teaches producing multiple phonetic spellings corresponding to different 
accents. Bordeaux does not teach a first phonetic writing and a second phonetic writing of the 
destination language wherein the second phonetic writing is different from the first phonetic 
writing. 

5. Claims 2-8 and 1 1 - 18 are allowable, being dependent upon the aforementioned claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Christian (WO 82/00442) teaches different phonetic representations for different 
words that have the same pronunciation. Gould et al. (U.S 5,850,627) teach different phonetic 
models for words, which have more than one phonetic spelling and can rhyme with other words 
such as "live", "give", and "hive". Sandlin (U.S 5,782,640) teaches first and second phonetic 
spellings for first and second words. Yu (U.S 5,713,739) teaches a display system for source 
language, first target language vocabulary, first target language phonetics, second target 
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language vocabulary, and second target language phonetics on the same screen. Sakai (U.S 
4,443,199) teaches the International Phonetic Alphabet.
